T is a prepoſterous kinde of writing to beginne the 
ſtory of a great mans life, at the houre of his death;

| till the P/ay be done , and then to bring him on the 
Stage onely to ſpeake the Epilogze , and receive the Plau- 
dites. - Yet this muſt bee the ſcope and method of theſe 
following papers. To write the whole life of the moſt 
Reverend and Renowned Prelate the Lord Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury, would require more time then publique 
expeQation can endure to heare of, Thole that can judge 
(aS all wiſe men may ) of the brightneſſe and glories of 
the Sunne- in his bighelt altitude. by the clearcnefle of his 
going downez orthat can Ortum Solis in occaſuquerere: 
aiicerne the rifing of the Sunne (as once Strator did Joy the Juſtin, hiſt, 1, 
refle&ion of his beamesin a Weſterne cloud ; may by the |" 
glorious manner of his death and ſufferings, preſented in © 
theſe ſhart Remembrances , conjeRure at the ſplendour of 
thok rare endpwments both of Tune and Nature, where- 
i Yo | with 
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with his former life was adorned and beautifyed. The ordi- 
nary and uniatisfied Reader,may for his farther ſatisfaQion 
repaire to Maſter Prynn's Breviare of his life and ations, 
thouga publiſh'd of purpoſe to defame bim, and render 
him more odious to the common people. Concerning 
which, the Reader may obſerve 1n breife, that all which 
Mr. Pry#z*s induſtrious malice hath accuſed him of in thoſe 
Colleaions,is,that hee was a man of ſuch eminent vertues, 
{nchan exemplary piety towards God, ſuchan urwearied 
fidelity to his gracious Sovycraiene,of ſnch a publique ſcule 
towards Church and State ; fo fixt a Corſtancy in Freind- 


 ſhipWiid one ſolittle bjzſſed by his private intereſles ; that 


this Age affords not many Equalls. And it would trouble 
Platarch,(it he were alive,) to finde out a fit Parallel with 


whom to match him. All therefore I ſhall doe at the pre- 


ſent time, (and 'tis the laſt publique Office I ſhail do him) 
is, to lay downe the ſtory of his death and ſufferings, toge- 


ther with a view of thoſe plots and prattiſes which were 


ſet on foote, to pluck a few yeares from a weake old man, 
and bring him to an unnaturall calamitous end. For though 


_ that maxime in Philoſophy is moſt true and certaine;that cor- 


ruptio eff in inſtanti, that death comes to us in a moment, of 
in the twinkling of an cye, as the Scriptures phraſe 15; yet are 


there many previous diſpoſitions which make way unto it; 


all which are comprehended in the name of death. And'in 


that latitude of expreſſion doe we take the word, in laying 
 downe the ſtory of his dearh before you ; which being writ - 
out of an honeſt zeale to truth, and a ſincere afteRion to his 


name and memory, ſhall either bee approved of,or at. leaſt

bout the end of Afarch 1629. and was the Prologue to thok: 
{ibels full of threats ard ({candals, which yeare by yeare ex- 
aſpcrated and 1:flamed the people,till they had made them 
ripe for miſcheife, ard readily prepared to execut2 what- 
ever thr grand Directours ſhould ſaggelt unto them. Saint 
Paul d1 never fight morefrequent and moretcrrible Com- 
bats with the beaſts of Efheſws, tor the promotion of the Go- 
ſpell,. then he with theſe untraftable and fiery ſpirits, who 
molt ſeditiouſly oppoſed bis religions purpoſes of ſetling «- 
| nity and uniformity in this Church of Ezpland. And in this 

ſtate things ſtood till the yeare, 1640. 1n which not onely 
many faRtous and ſedi'1ous people in and about the City of 
| Lowdon, made an aſſault by night on his houſe at Lamperh, 
with an intent to murther bim, had they found him there; 


{ but the whole faRion of the Seors declared in a Remonſtrance 


to the Engliſs Nation, that one.of the cheife cauſes which 
induced them to invade this Realme, was to remove him 
from his Majeſty, and bring him to the puniſhment which 
he had deſerved. The manner of their comming hither,and 


the great entertainment given them by the faction here,

For norwithſtan- 
ding that he had ted fo | 


of the foure Hebrew children , his comntenance appeared fairer 
and fatter in fleſh, then any of thoſe whe eat therr portion of the 
Kingsmeat, or aranke of hs wine, And he was wont to tay 
to his private friends , that, he thanked God , he never found 
more [meet contentment in hu greateſt liberty , then in the 
tire of that reſtraint, And certainly it was no wonder that 
it ſhould be fo, he being conſcious to kimſelfe of no other

Which when, 
1t would not ſatisfie the troubleſome and 1mpertinent man
